Great sa- 
tisfaction is expressed both in British and 
native circles at his appointment. 


Daring his career in the Sudan service 
Lord Edward Cecil has displayed in a marked 
degree the qualities of a good administrator. 
He is thirty-eight, a brilliant soldier, and & 
man of business as well as of affairs. ‘The be- 
sieged in Mafeking owe him a large debt. 
They had pretty bad times there long betore 
the siege was over, but had it not been for 
Lord Edward Cecil they would have starved 
long before relief came. He took upon himself 
the responsibuity of providing the town with 
just four tumes the quantity of food the military 
authorities found necessary, and when the 
contractors hesitated to execate a seven 
thousand pound order on the young major’s 
sole responsibuity, Lord Edward promptly 
got Baden-Powell to back the bill, Bat 
Mafeking was ovly one incident in his 
career. He bas served in Egypt several times, 
accompanied the famous special mission to 
King Menelik ot Abyssinia, gamed two medals 
for his services with the Dongoia Expedition, 
earned more fame at Atbars, and added to it 
at Omdurman the D. 8. 0. and two clasps. ‘I'he 
mission to Menelik, by the way, neariy put an 
end to Lord Edward’s career. While the party 
was on its way oue of the camels fell down a 
deep ravine, and Lord Edward and Captain 
Swayne clambered down a rope of pugyarees 
with the idea of rescuing the animal. ‘hey 
could not reach the camel, however, and one 
of the Abycsinians went down.

ENGLAND'S adop PROGRESS. 


British farniture is making very considerable 
progress in Egypt. Barly last year the British 
Chamber of Commerce at Alexandria wae

“In its Journal ‘for October the Alexandria 
Chamber gives some useful hints for the further 
improvement of the British trade, which, re- 
presenting as itdoes but 15 p.c. of the whole, 
can ecaroely be called well developed, Austria 
does the greater part of her trade in cheap 
bentwood chairs for the Arabs. In this line 
English competition is thought to be impossible

While Anstrian and Italian farnitare: is 
stocked in the Cairo and Alexandrian shops, 
the same remark does not apply to French 
goods, These ate uaually ordered through com- 
mission agents, who in some cases, have show- 
rooma for samp'e3. Véry little, ifany, cheap 
French farnitare reaches’ Egypt, the trade 
being practically confined to the better class of 
article. With all charges paid, a bedroom suite 
will cost the purchaser, say, £35 ; in pitchpine 
it would be cheaper. 

- Both France and Italy produce the large 
glass cabinets used by foreigners to exhibit at 


not usually mot with in England, and agents 
are said to.fiad gome difficalty in persuading 
Home manafacturers to copy them. They are 
about 6 ft. high and 3 ft. wide, the back, front,

The agents are supplied with 
fally-illustrated cktslogues from which a very 
fair idea of the farniture can be obtained, 
whilst the prices of the goods are so moderate 
that they are actually in many instance 
lower than those charged for the Anatriap 
productions, We f-el kore that if these points 
were properly advertised, and the trade 
pushed, 4 largeamount of business cou'd be 
done. It would, however, be an adzanta ge if 
the mynufa>!srarg wonld send o-er as samples 
even one article out of each cheap act, in 
order that the purchaser might have a better 
ides of tha kind of wood asad and the general 
style of the suite.

LORD GRANVILLE AND EGYPT. 


THE GORDON EXPEDITION. 


Egypt occupies an important position in the 
recently published “Life of Lord Granville” by 
Lord Edmund Fitzmanrice, for this country 
proved fatal fo his reputation. No doubt, as 
Lord Edmond says, and as the Dake of Argyll 
had said before him, Mr. Gladstone and the 
whole Cabinet were responsible for the cocapa- 
tion ot the Delta and fur the loss of Khartoum. 
Bot a Foreign Secretary cannot dissociate his 
name from foreign affairs ; and Lord Granville, 
in dealing with Egypt, lived from hand to 
month; even if he was not, as Mr. Chamberlain 
is reported to have said, “childishly insincere.” 
On this subject Lord Granville wrote to Lord 
Spencer, who was in Ireland, on Jone 22, 
1882 :— 

“We have had several Cabinets more or less 
formel about Egypt. Bright, of course, the 
most peaceable. Chamberlain almost the great- 
eat jingo. Iam ready to go any lengths for 
reparation, and I set gre: t store about making 
the Canal safe. But I own to dreadful alarm 
at occupying Egypt militarily and politi- 
ically with the French. I think the majority 
would rather like to do this. Gladstone does 
not like being in a harry about the Suez 
Canal, bat rather took us by surprise by pro- 
posing himself the big words in case the Turks 
refase to send troops.” 

The Turks did refuse to send troops, France 
declined to act with England, and the rebellion 
was crashed at Tel-el-Kebir. So far the Govern- 
ment had been entirely successful, and the 


first statesman in Eorope heartily spproved of 


their proceedings. Bismarck, 80 Lord Ampthill 
told Lord Granville from Berlin, thonght “sa 
gradnal dismemberment of ths Torkish Empire 
the only pacificrolution to the Oriental ques- 
tion.” It was the destruction of Hicks Pasha’s 


force at El Obeid in Decembsr, 1883, that 
began the series of disssters which culminated 
in thefallof Khartoum and the death of Gordon. 
Even before that destracticn and long before 
the popular clamonr for bis name, Lord Gran- 
ville had suggested Gordon’s employment. 


“Do yon sea any objection [he asked Mr. 


Gladstone on November 28, 18-3] to using 
Gordon in some way? He has an immense nams 
in Egypt—he is popular at home,He is a strong 
but very sensible opponent of slavery. He has 
a small bes in his bonnet. If you do not objact 


I conld consult Baring by telegraph.” 
AfterGordon had arrived at Khartoum and had 


announced his resolve to depart from his 


instractions by “smashing the Mahdi,” Lord 
Granville proposed in Cabinet that he should 
be recalled. But when Gordon sent for Zebebr 


Lord Granville was for compliance, and Mr. 


Gladstone a‘terwards declared that if be had 
not been ill in bed he would have been able to 
‘force the proposal down the throata” of his 
colleagues. The story of Gordon's mission is 
told by Lord Edmond with more falness than 
by Mr. Morley. This is Lord Granville’s own 


account :— 


“Wolseley proposed it to Hartington. Har- 


tington proposed it to me. We agreed that he 
should collect what Cabinet Ministers he could 
find in London to meet the noxt day. I wrote 
a short account of what was likely to be pro- 
posed, and you (Glsdstone) telegrsphed your 


sanction. Hartington unluckily did not find 


out that Derby was in town. On!y Northbro k 
came and Dilke. Ths latter had objected to any 
officer going, bat agreed to Gordon. The next 
day | said to Hartington :— ‘We were proud 
of ourselves yesterday. Are you sure thst we 
did = commit a gigantic folly 7 ” 


Kimberley, who was not in London, 


said afterwards that “if he had known in time 
he would have shown Gordon to be onfit for 
the work, for he knew him well,and he believed 
he conld have stopped his being sent.” To 
Lord Hartington belongs the merit of having 
arged the despatch of the expodition months 
before it was actaally sent, Misfortanes in the 
Sadan fell of courae upon the whole Cabinet.

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IN AN ENGLISH MOSQUE.

A SCENE AT LIVERPOOL. 


The mosque at Liverpool is the place of 
worship for a comparatively large resident 
membership, as woll for the thousands of 
Mohamedans — merchants, sailors, travellers 
—who pass through the port in a constantly 
flowing stream of brown humanity. It is unro- 
mantically situated, and is not imposing. It 
has no grand dome, no gracetul minarets, It is 
a converted mansion, and has a poor-law esta- 
bliehment as a near neighbour. So it is that 
the ory of the muezzin, calling the faithfal to 
prayers, ochoe; in and around a commonplace 
strect, heard by the unbelievers of West 
Derby-road, Liverpool. 

Yet not only those, Within the mosque is 
gathering a amall assembly of Mahomedans, 
a few of them in Oriental garb and all shoeless, 
Moslems, when they enter the mosque, take off 
their boots and leave on their head-covering. 
In a room set apart for the purpose they wash 
their hands and feet, and then they make their 
way to the place of prayers, a thickly carpeted 
hall having little decoration beyond texts from 
the Koran insoribed in Arabic, bat having its 
bare ontlines softened in the dim religious 
light. 

Here the believers make their devotions, 
seating themselves tailor-fashion on the floor 
behind the Sheik and facing the east. Now 
they lie prostrate, their faces to the floor; 
anon they stand, stretching ont their hands in 
supplication. Silent they are first, bat just now 
the Sheik murmars “Allah, Allah, Mahomet,” 
and the chant is taken up in low tones, which 
gradually swell until all is fervid excitement. 

Again, the Sheik resds from the Koran. His 
Moslem brethren sit silent and reverent. Later, 
when the service is nearing ita close, they place 
their hands on their laps as they wait for the 
divine blessing. 

Even we English people, were we to look 
on these ceremonies, might feel some of the 
infloence of the mysterious East. The Sheik, 
in turban and flowing white robes, perhaps 
with his many Oriental orders flashing on 
his breast ; the congregation, now thrilling 
with strange emotion and again stolid with 
all that constitutes Eastern impassivity ; the 
half-light, the mystic insoriptions—these things 
take the beholder in imagination away from 
the prossio world without the walls of the 
mosque, and he sees the blue sky, the white 
domes, abd the stretching sands of warmer 
climes. Yet all the time electric cars go 
clanging past the doors, and all around are 
the conditions which go to make up the 
things of ordinary English life. 

The Sheik is an Englishman — Abdallah 
Qailliam, Sheik-ul-Islam of the British Isles. 
He is a widely-known Liverpool solicitor, 
and has been associated with the mosque 
since it was established in 1887, being a con- 
vert through study and conviction after a 
voyage years ago to Morocco. His journeys 
to the East have been numerous, and he is 
frequently sent for by the Sultan of Turkey 
to undertake special missions or for the pur- 
poses of consultation. 

The Moslem Institute at Liverpool alto- 
gether comprises rooms for members, sohool- 
rooms, a small museum, library and reading- 
room, and small lecture hall, which is used 
mainly for clab meetings, eto. There is also 
a large lecture hall, for prayers (Teki). It 
seats eome 220 people. The Medina Home 
not far away, has about a score of children 
who are being brought up as Mussulmans. 
The whole institution has 200 members resi- 
dent in Liverpool, but daring the course of 
year the morgue is visited for prayers by 
thonsands of Moslem sailors and other tra- 
vellers who come to the great seaport. Con- 
gtegations in winter are good, and consist 
of a surprising number of English people in 
addition to others, Quite a large proportion 
of the membership is constituted of Liverpool 
folk, born and bred. (“Pall Mall Gazette.) 


A TOUCHING LETTER FROM 
EGYPT, 


(From the “Leader,” Pittsburg, Pa). 

New Castle, October 6.—Charles Baldwin, 
son of Lafayette Baldwin, has left for Pitta- 
burg, where he will enter the Allegheny 
seminary to stady for the ministry. Mr.Baldwin 
recently returned from Egypt, where he spent 
three years as a missionary. Doring that 
time he saw considerable of the country which 
is spoke of frequently in the Bible.

Having been sitting one day alone in my 
room, thinking about my last day’s school, I 
have remembered my good teacher and the 
happy days I had with him in the American 
school. Then I went out to ask for you in the 
school, but I was told that yon had left Alex- 
andria for the far land of America. How sorry 
I became, but how glad I became when I had 
found your address. So I tried to write you 
this letter, begging you to do not forget your 
faithfal pupil, Tewfik Menkarias, and have 
the favor !o write me the reply. 

I think I could rever see you again, but I 
hope we will meet together in the heaven with 
our Saviour Jesus Christ. I hope you are enjoy- 
ing a good health and happy days. I beg you 
to accept my good compliments and oblige,
